Selected  from  Copenhagen  Market,  but  dis¬ 
tinct  from  that  variety  in  its  later  maturity,  greater  size  of 
plant  and  head,  bluer  cast  of  foliage.  Round  head,  very  sturdy, 
excellent  producer.  Now  the  most  popular  of  Yellows  Resistant 
strains.  It  is  widely  used  as  a  mid-season  cabbage  for  shipping 
and  sauerkraut.  Yellows  Resistant. 

Globe:  75  days.  Selected  from  Glory  of  Enkhuizen.  Mid-season 
roundhead  type,  maturing  few  days  later  than  Marion  Market,  but 
suited  to  the  same  market  requirements.  Very  uniform.  It  has  rel¬ 
atively  shorter  core  than  other  roundhead  varieties.  Yellows  Resis¬ 
tant  . 

Wisconsin  Ballhead:  85  days.  Selected  from  Danish  Ballhead.  Round¬ 
head  ;  short  stem;  blue  foliage.  Matures  about  two  weeks  earlier 
and,  is  more  uniform  with  higher  resistance  to  the  Yellows  than  Wis¬ 
consin  Hollander  #8.  Suitable  for  storage  when  planted  so  as  to 
te.  Yellows  Resistant.

Red  Hollander:  100  days.  A  round-head,  late  red  sort.  Good  pro¬ 
ducer.  Suit ab le  for  winter  storage.  Yellows  Resistant. 

Bugner :  110  days.  A  Ballhead  or  Hollander  type  somewhat  longer 

in  season  than  Wisconsin  Hollander  -^8.  Produces  very  large,  slightly 
flattened  heads  which  have  excellent  keeping  quality.  Yellows  Re¬ 
sistant.  By  constant  breeding  and  selections  each  year  in  sick  soil, 
we  have  made  considerable  improvement  with  our  strain  of  Bugner  in 
the  last  few  years. 
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
